GERMAN 
EMPEROR ANNOUNCES 


HE STANDS IN MOROCCO. 


Policy Made Known to Uncle Sam- 


He Would Safeguard Trade In- 


terests There. 


Washington, April 6.—Upon the re- 


ceipt of instructions from 
Berlin, 


Baron Von Speck Sternberg, the Ger- 
man ambassador, called at the war de- 
partment upon Secretary Taft, whom 
the president before leaving Washing- 
ton designated as the cabinet officer 
with whom the ambassadors should 
confer, and in the name of the German 
emperor left with the secretary a brief 
memorandum setting forth the Moroc- 
can policy which Germany has all 
along pursued, and from which she 
does not propose to be swerved. 


InsubstaHce the memorandum, which 


is couched in the most explicit lan- 
guage, announces 
that 
Germany 


stands for the "open door" in Morocco 
no less firmly than in the far east, for 
the preservation of the Moroccan 
status quo and for the safeguarding 
and protection of the commercial and 
trade interests in Morocco not only of 
Germany but of all the trading nations 
of the world. 


After presenting the memorandum 


the secretary and the ambassador had 
a brief conversation on the subject of 
Morocco, Baron Sternberg calling at- 
tention to the commercial importance 
of that country to the trading nations 
and emphasizing the international im- 
portance in Germany's opinion of the 
preservation of the "open door." The 
secretary thanked the ambassador for 
his explicit statement of the German 
policy, and promptly forwarded the 
memorandum to President Roosevelt. 


Secretary Taft, while expressing in- 


terest in the emperor's views, refrain- 
ed from committing this government 
on the subject, nor did the ambassador 
in- any way endeavor to sound him as 
to the president's attitude. There is 
no request in the German note for a 
statement of the Washington govern- 
ment's position, and one reason for its 
presentation was the circulation in 
Europe of sensational reports about 
the German emperor's visit to Tangier 
and the German attitude toward Mo- 
rocco.- Although. France is not men- 
tioned in the memorandum, it can be 
.stated that Germany .regrets that she

Call Issued to the*Republican Central

Columbus, O., April 6. — Secretary 


Walter Brown of the Republican state 
central committee, after a conference 
here with Chairman Orin B. Gould, is- 
sued a call for a meeting of the com- 
mittee at the Neil House, Columbus, 
April 12. At this meeting the state 
convention -will be called to meet May 
24 and 25, and in all probability at Co- 
lumbus. The committee is expected to 
name as temporary officers of the con- 
vention William H. Taft of Cincinnati, 
chairman; John R. Malloy. Columbus, 
secretary, and for sergeant-at-arms, 
whoever is put forward by the two 
Cincinnati committeemen. 


Th* ».entral committee in its call for 


the convention will apportion the del- 
egates on the basis of the vote for 
Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks. Because 


this vote was so heavy, the convention 
will be the largest in the history of 
the Republican party in Ohio. It will 
be composed of 1,195 delegates. 
As 


has been the custom for some years. 
the bars will be put up against dele- 
gates named by county committees or 
mass conventions, and the convention 
call will declare regular only delegates 
who shall have been chosen by direct 
primaries or by county conventions 
composed of delegates elected by pri- 
maries or selected by ward and town- 
ship caucuses.

Whole Villages Being Destroyed.

London, April 6—A dispatch from 


Uahrea, British India, today, says 80 
per cent of the population of Dharm- 
sala were killed in the earthquake. A 
large party of doctors and nurses has 
started for the stricken district. 


Calcutta," April 
G. — Eight natives 


were killed during the earthquake at 
Mussoorree, northwest provinces, and 
great damage was done to buildings, 
both public ami private. Many houses 
were completely demolished. The fls- 
sures in the roads have been closed 
and repairs to the buildings have al- 
ready been started. The v.-cather was 
bright and warm when the earthquake 
•ccurred. Four or five further shocks 
caused a slight recurrence of the 
panic. 


At Dharmsala Station. S5 miles 


northwest of Simla, which was de- 
stroyed, all tho houses in tho place 
were leveled to the ground and some 
Europeans am] many natives killed. 
"Women and children are sleeping in 
the open air. Food is not procurable, 
as the bazaar is in ruins. Vrscnt de- 
mands for meriical assistance have 
been sent to Lahore. Reports indica'c 
that Dharmsala felt the full force of 
the shock. Th" deaths include C. W. 
Loxton. who only tho previous day

An immense crowd had gathered at

the platform and presented the presi- 
dent with a magnificent floral offering 
in the shape of a Texas flag. At Sher- 
man one of the largest crowdsof. the

A glorious 
memory is the best of all things for a 
nation if it spurs that nation on to try 
to rise level with that memory. It is 
a poor thing for a nation if it uses the 
memory of the past to excuse it for 
inaction or failure in the present. 
Keep before yourselves ever that the 
fact that your are proud of those who 
have gone before makes it incumbent 
upon you to leave a heritage of honor 
to those who are come after you 
and who are to train those who come 
after you so that they can do their 
work in the world."

Washington, April 6. — Russia has 


been informed by the United States 
hat so far as the American minister 
at Peking, Mr Conger, has been abfe 
to find out, the reported anti-foreigii 
movements in China are not unusual 
in extent or character. The Russian 
government recently requested Secre- 
tary Hay to inquire into this matter, 
which was a cause of some anxiety at 
St. Petersburg. Mr. Conger says that 
during the past year he received in- 
formation at various times of the ex- 
istence and activity of certain secret 
societies in several provinces. These 
societies have existed during 
the 


whole period of the Manchu rule, anS 
as a result local rebellions occur near- 
ly every year. There is such a rebel- 
lion now in the province of KuangsL 
The aim of these societies, Mr. Conger 
says, is the overthrow of the present 
Manchu dynasty, and at times they 
have attacked foreigners. Mr. Conger 
finds that at present these societies 
are not unusually active except in tha 
province of Kuangsi. and that there 
the movement is wholly anti-dynastic.

AND TAMPERING WITH METERS 


MUST BE STOPPED. 


Newark Natural Gas and Fuel Com- 


pany Calls Attention to Law Upon 


the Subject. 


For some time the Newark Natural 


Gas and Fuel company has been mak- 
ing an inspection of the gas connec- 
tions in Newark and in many instan- 
ces have found that meters have been 
tampered with. 1n a number of cases 
people have been stealing gas but in 
all instances those who have been 
burning gas without paying for it are 
being made to settle the account. Man- 
ager L. F. Carl calls attention *to the 
Ohio law which makes the stealing of 
gas a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine and imprisonment. 
Abstract from Revised Statues, 1891. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the 


general assembly of the state of Ohio, 
That whoever, not being the agent or 
employe for the purpose of the own- 
er, manufacturer, or operator thereof, 
maliciously opens, closes or in 
any 


manner or to any extent adjusts or 
interferes with any valve, 
regulator, 


gauge, gate, disc, curb lock, stopcock, 
meter, or other regulating, operating 
or measuring device or appliance in 
or" attached to the wells, tanks, con- 
duits, pipe lines, mains, service pipes, 
house pipes, display pipes, or other 
pipes of any gas company, manufactur- 
er or furnisher of gas with the intent 
to cause the escape of any gas or to 
injure or destroy any of such property, 
and whoever not being the agent 
or 


employe for that purpose of the own- 
er, manufacturer or operator thereof, 
maliciously alters or 
enlarges 
any 


mixer furnished bv any gas company, 
manufacturer or furnisher of gas to 
or for a consumer of its. his or their 
gas, or maliciously removes from its 
connection any mixer so furnished or, 
approved, or without express permis- 
sion first obtained., consumes for fuel 
the gas of any gas company, manufac- 
turer or operator thereof, and who- 
ever not being the agent or employe 
for that purpose of the owner, manu- 
facturer or operator 
thereof, 
taps, 


severs or opens any main or pipe, 
used or intended for the transmission 
of gas or connects with 
such main 


or pipe, shall upon conviction thereof 
be fined not less than twenty five dol- 
lars, nor more than three hundred dol- 
lars, or imprisoned not 
more than 


thirtv days, or both. 


The word "gas" in this act shall 


include and mean natural and artifi- 
cial gas, for heating and.illuminating 
purposes. 


Section 2. This act shall take effect 


and be in "force after its passage. 


Passed March 26. 1891. - 


Abstract from Section 3560—Rev. Stat- 


utes. 
Every person who wilfully or fraud- 


ulently injures, or suffers to be injur- 
ed," any meter belonging to any gas 
company, or prevents any meter from 
duly registering the Quantity of gas 
supplied through the same, or in anv 
way hinders or interferes with 
its 


proper action or just registration, or 
attaches anv pipe to any 
main 
or 


pipe belonging to such company.- or 
rompanv without the written consent 
of an officer thereof.' unless the same 
otherwise burns or uses nr pauses to 
be used, any gas supplied bv siirh 
passes through a meter set bv 
thp 


companv. or fraudulently burns 
the 


gas of the company or wastes 
the 


same, shall for every such offense, for- 
feit and pay to the company not more 
than one hundred dollars, to be recov- 
ered in an action brought by the com- 
pany against such offender, and in ad- 
dition thereto shall pay the company 
the amount of damage" by it sustained 
by reason of such injury, prevention, 
waste, consumption or hindrance. 


Inspections are made from time 'o 


time by the company, to "determine 
the efficiency of its service, and Ihe 
manner in which gas is being used, 
and notice is hereby given, that any 
and all persons who may be hereafter 
detected in such acts as are specified 
ir the statutes above will be prose 
cuted to the full extent of the law.

been enlarged and rebuilt of brick and 
there are three, beautiful stained glass 
windows which are memorials of J. W. 
Evans, Evan W. and Kary B. Jones, 
and Thomas K. Jones and family. 


The new windows in the church 


proper are also stained glass, those in 
the north side being 
memorials ot" 


Deacon Thomas D. Jones 
and -wife; 


Samuel J. Davis, David Owens and 
Elizabeth Ov.'ens, respectively; while 
those on the south side are in memory 
of Deacon David Owens and wife; Ev- 
an Jones and Ann Jones; Mr. Davis 
Thomas respectively. 


A large and spacious new stair case 


of oak has been built in the front of 
the church leading from the hall to 
the church auditorium proper, which 
will admit of easy access to and 
from 


the church. The interior has been re- 
papared and painted, and presents a 
very neat appearance. 


Th church which was built in 1865, 


is one of the oldest in the city, and was 
one of the leading Welsh churches in 
the county. Nearly all the present 70 
members of the church arc defendants 
of early Welsh settlers of Newark and 
the surrounding county.

Upon developing a plaie 


taken duriiig^he night, with a long ex- 
posure, covering the region of Sagit- 
tarius, there was revealed in the low- 
er left hand corner a whitish appear- 
ance, with edges sharply denned and 
presenting an appearance 
not unlike 


the gauzy wings of a fly. But this 
gauzy white blur was ' in truth the 
faithful picture of a celestial object of 
inconceivable magnitude, and which, 
until that morning, no mortal eye had 
beheld. 
It was a hitherto 
unknown 


nebula, unknown even to the profes- 
sor himself, and whose presence upon 
his plate he had not suspected, until 
the action of the chemical bath had 
revealed it. 


The nebula is so remote from our 


system that no accurate estimate of its 
area can be made; the light that eman- 
ates from it, traveling at a speed of 
180,000 miles 
a second , might take 


more than half a century to reach us. 
There is 'little doubt that 1,000 solar 
systems such as ours might be spread 
out within the confines of th'is tiebula. 
and show but as an island in the 
ocean.
